The fo'lowing declaration was unanimously 
adopted, and ordered to be published .— 

The Trustees, having reason t6 believe, that er- 
roneous impressions are entertained in relation to 
the religious character of Washington College, 
think it proper to make known the following pro- 
visions in their act of incorporation— 


“Vil, Resolved, that the said Trustees, and | 
their successors, shall have full power and author- 
ity to make all ordinances and bye-laws, which | 
to them shall seem expedient, tur carrying into 
effect the designs of their institution: Provided | 
always, that such ordinances and bye-laws. Shall | 
not make the Religious tenets of any person, a 
condition of admission to any privilege in said 
College; and that uo President, or Professor, or 
otber officer, shall be made ineligible for or by 
reason of any religious tenet that he may profess, 
or be compelled, by any bye-laws, or otherwise, 
to subscribe to any religious test whatsvever.”’ 
In addition to which, the Trustees pledge them- 
selves, that the College shall be conducted on 
principles as truly liberal in this respect as any 
other institution in eur country; aud that no 
means shall be employed by the government of 
the College, to influence the religious sentiments 
of the youth who are of other denominatiens than 
the Protestant Episcopal Church.
